dents in the field of surveying 
technology, electrical technol¬ 
ogy and mechanical technology, 
according to J.O. Jones, chair¬ 
man of the Department of En¬ 
gineering. 

Combining the philosophy of 
engineering and liberal arts, 
the program consists of a com¬ 
mon core of 138 quarter hours 
in each of the three subject 
matter concentrations and cer¬ 
tain electives. 

INCLUDED IN THE core are 
courses In English, mathe¬ 
matics, physical sciences,

"Engineerlng technology is 
that part of the technological 
field concerned with theprac- 
tical application of established 
engineering knowledge and 
methods," Mr. Jones said. “It 
occupies a position among oc¬ 
cupations between the tech¬ 
nician and the engineer but Is 
closer to the engineer.” 

MANY EDUCATORS and in¬ 
dustrialists feel that the tech¬ 
nological field is the area where 
the greatest need for technical 
manpower lies and where the 
growth potential is the greatest. 

Mr. Jones stressed the fact 
that the new technology pro¬ 


search Association indicates 
that there Is an acute shortage 
of technologists who can im¬ 
plement the plans of an engineer 
in actual production and who are 
capable of assuming super¬ 
vising and coordinating roles," 
Mr. Jones said. “The new en¬ 
gineering technology program 
at UTM will help supply tech¬ 
nicians needed in the field of 
engineering. Engineering grad¬ 
uates in Tennessee outnumber 
technology graduates about 
three to one, while the engineer¬ 
ing consultants’ report es¬ 
timates that two to four tech- 
(See pg.

Editorial 

Tomorrow’s Transition 
Depends On Teacher 

“Real change ln education depends upon the real change ln 
teachers,’’ claimed Paul Lauter ln a recent issue of the “Am¬ 
erican Federation of Teachers." 

THE EDUCATOR, as well as the majority of students, is ready 
for a transition. 

Flexiblity and enlightenment are terms that will be incorporat¬ 
ed into his new vocabulary. 

DEDICATED and demanding, tomorrow’s teacher will more 
than likely hold a master’s degree. This alone gives him reason 
enough for self-confidence. He knows that a qualified instructor 
it’s up to him to prepare the studentfor higher education as well 
as life in general. 

Self-evaluation of the system will rank high on the future 
educator’s agendum. Every policy, every program, every at¬ 
titude, and procedure needs to be studied and measured against 
present philosophy and objectives and compared with the nature 
of the needs of the students. 

TEACHER organizations in turn will demand higher salaries 
and better working conditions. Since “social consciousness" 
is a prevalent factor on many campuses, traditional fields such 
as English and social sciences will become overcrowded. This 
will cause more competition for jobs in these fields. 

However, it will offer more openings ln industrial arts 
science, and math. 

CONTENTION between parents and students will insure the 
need for fairer rules and allow more regulations to be controlled 
at the teacher’s degression. 

Future trends also indicate that more administrators should 
involve pupils in the making of these rules and regulations. 

TO REACH tomorrow's students won’t be easy, but teachers 
of the future will be better equipped to dig in depth into the 
“human qualities" of knowledge. Die reason—they are better 
educated and experienced themselves. 

This ln turn will cause the student to enjoy his classes and 
not become sidetracked by the monotony of the regular 50- 
minute itinerary lecture. 

SECRETARY of Health, Education and Welfare Robert Finch 
advocates that the ducational system is suffering from an ob¬ 
vious disorder commonly classified as breakdown. All facts 
point to it. 

Hopefully, the 1970’s will mark a step forward to the per¬ 
sonalised education both student and facultv desire.

March may trip in like a lamb 
Sunday after Vanguard 
Theatre’s Lion gives up his 
hold. But Wednesday through 
Saturday at 8:00 p. m., the Lion 
continues to hold his lordly 
sway. Twentieth century Amer¬ 
icans — yes, even winter-jaded 
West Tennesseans — may rec¬ 
ognize themselves in James 
Goldman’s “The Lion in win¬ 
ter.’’ 

AN EXCITING result of As¬ 
sistant Professor Robert Bren- 
gle’s sure but relaxed direc¬ 
tion, it is a theatre event. In 
it we may not, for the most 
part, recognize personalities 
as they convincingly become 
the twelfth century characters 
of an amazingly modern story. 

Its universal themes of 
lust, greed, and disillusion¬ 
ment are relieved only by 
sparkling repartee, reminis¬ 
cent but not the equal to that 
called “Yours, Mine, and 
Ours,” but not until after the 
serpent progeny escapes and 
threatens their rule do the re¬ 
gents recognize themselves 
in their offspring. With skele¬ 
tons enough in the Plantagenet 
closet, Henry attempts to cor¬ 
rect his genetic mistakes either 
by erasing them with cold steel 
or imprisoning them in the fam¬ 
ily wine cellar. 

Anachronistically, he identi¬ 
fies with mad King Lear, com¬ 
plaining that he has fathered 
“three whiskered things,” but 
he lias no closer equivalent 
to Lear’s faithful Cordelia 
than his hangdog, near-spastic 
John. 

Todd’s mastery of perhaps 
his most successful Vanguard 
role makes the audience doubt 
that anyone else on campus 
could so convincingly have 
become Henry. At 50 Henry 
is more lusty in talk than in 
sexual performance. Today 


he would probably be a habitue 
of pornography stalls or voyeur 
films. 

He and Eleanor are like the 
couple down the street who have 
stayed married for decades out 
of a need, among other things, 
for a sparring partner. Sep¬ 
arated, they are lost. 

KATHY FLEET is superb 
in the role that won a “Tony” 
for Rosemary Harris in the 
original Broadway production 
in 1966. Beautifully bitchy, 
she runs the gamut of emo- 
s in her ambivalent need 
for familial love, esthetic 
stimulation, and material pow¬ 
er. This medieval feminist 
makes us feel the silver-thin 
girls haven’t come such a 
long way, baby, to get where 
they are today. 

She doesn’t even smoke, but 
she smoulders plenty. An er¬ 
ratic but incurable romantic, 
she dreams of making her 
“monkish king” a Caesar and 
then lays out the daggers for 
her home-grown Brutus and 
Cassius. In love with her fad¬ 
ing beauty, she misers it to 
keep the respect of her men. 

ALTERNATELY a Mother 
Courage, a Medea, or Gren- 
del’s dam gloating over her 
treasure trove, she can turn 
all tears and poetic feminin¬ 
ity to get her way. Next a 
virago, she is a beauty soiled 
by cupidity in hers and Henry’s 
competing political machina¬ 
tions for earthly immortality. 

Although Henry repeatedly 
disavows any love for her, 
finally ln an impressive epiph¬ 
any, he discovers that he has 
been chiefly responsible for 
what his wife and sons have 
become. It is no surprise in 
the end when the regents, 
arm in arm, walk off wishing

The UTM faculty and staff 
drive almost a half million 
miles a year in the campus 
Motor Pool cars. 

THE POOL IS actually a 
subsidiary of the one on the 
Knoxville campus. In the 
pool, there are 14 passenger 
vehicles, including two securi¬ 
ty patrol cars, and 14 trucks, 
ranging up to a 5-ton capacity 
garbage packer. 

Hiese vehicles are traded 
in on an average of every 60,- 
000 miles, or about every 
two years. The University 
attempts to maintain one- 
half of the stock in new models 
and the other half older models. 
On the average, the passenger 
cars log 30,000 miles per 
year. 

THE TOTAL MILEAGE of 
all the passenger cars in the 
month of November, 1969, 
was 41,750 miles, for an av¬ 
erage of 2,783 miles per car. 
In January of this year, the 
average mileage per car was 
1,666 miles. In the spring 
and fall last year the aver¬ 
age mileage per car a month 
was 3,000 miles. Mileage 
averages fluctuate with the 
season. 

Mr. Wade Freeman, Super¬ 
intendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, points out that main¬ 
tenance is the biggest problem 
in the motor pool. Every 10,- 
000 miles anything vital to 
tire normal operation of the 
vehicles, such as points, plugs, 
condenser, air filter, oil, and 
oil filter, is changed. The 
motor pool is able to take 
care of all operations at the 
present except proper lubri¬ 
cation, which will eventually

1) 
nologlsts are needed for each 
graduate engineer In Industry,” 

Not only Is the need for 
technologists In evidence in in¬ 
dustry, but men with the level 
and type of training possessed 
by graduates In technology are 
needed by power distribution, 
construction, production, sales 
and service, administration and 
management, highway layout 
and city planning, 

“TECHNOLOGY IS ONE of 
vital concern to the engineering 
profession,” Mr. Jones stated. 
“Making up one of the newest 
and fastest growing occupa¬ 
tional groups in the country, 
technologists are primarily 
interested in the application of 
engineering activities es¬ 
pecially in the construction and 
operation of a device or system 
rather than primarily in the 
research, design and develop¬ 
mental aspects.” 

Data gathered by the uni¬ 
versity and several other agen¬ 
cies provide conclusive evi¬ 
dence that industrialization is 
occurring rapidly in West Ten¬ 
nessee and the demand for en¬ 
gineering technologists is evi¬ 
denced in the number of jobs 
created, Mr. Jones said. 

A STUDY BY THE Tennessee 
Office of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment shows that from 1961 to 
1968 plant investment in West 
Tennessee within 75 miles of 
the U-T Martin campus total¬ 
ed $243,000,000 and that new 
jobs created totaled 29,000. 
Since the 1968 study an ad¬ 
ditional $57,000,000 has been 
invested in plant construction 
and 1,000 more jobs created.

In response to a letter ad¬ 
dressed to the Dean of Students 
Office and the Student Govern¬ 
ment asking for some action 
concerning the recent dorm 
thefts,_ several administrators 
met with students Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 23, to discuss 
the problem. 

UNIVERSITY REPRESENT¬ 
ATIVES Included Director of 
Housing Bill Nace, Assistant 
Director of Housing Brenda Sel¬ 
lers, Dean of Women Billie 
Pace, Dean of Students Horace 
B. Smith, and Assistant Deans 
of Students Raymond Stokes and 
Harold Connors. 

Student Government Secre¬ 
tary of Communications Bill 
Rosson and Lt. Ted Council 
of Safety and Security also at¬ 
tended. 

OF THE 46 students who 
signed the letter, only 11 were 
present. 

Nace opened the discussion 
by expressing the University’s 
concern over the situation but 
added that changing all the locks 
in Ellington Hall, where the 
majority of thefts have occur¬ 
red, would be impossible. 

"IT WOULD cost $40,000- 
50,000,’* he said, "and even If 
we did do lt, we might be 
facing the same situation next 
week.” 

Nace stressed the necessity 
of keeping a record on each 
key lost and said that the re¬ 
sponsibility should be on the 
person losing the key. He refer¬ 
red to lnitatlng a policy of re¬ 
placing the locks in a student’s 
room if a key is missing over 
a week’s time. Cost to the 
student would be a minimum of 
$5.00. 

LT. COUNCIL emphasized 
the importance of notifying 
campus police as soon as a 
theft is discovered. He refer¬ 
red to a situation Saturday, 
February 7, when a student 
reported a sizable loss to his 
counselor. Campus police were 
not notified until the following 
afternoon. 

UT-K Residence 
Halls Increase Cost 

(Compliments of the UT Beacoi^ 

The average cost of a UT- 
Knoxville residence hall room 
will increase about $20 per 
quarter beginning Fall Quarter, 
1970, John Birchfield, associ¬ 
ated director of residence halls 
and food services, said. 

HE ALSO announced yester¬ 
day the rates for the new apart- 
m6nt-type residence hall which 
will be ready for occupancy 
Fall Quarter. The apartment, 
planned for four students each, 
will cost occupants $185 each 
per quarter. Some of the 
apartments will be leased to 
groups of three students at a 
rate of $230 each per quarter. 

"The increase in rates in 
the 13 residence halls on cam- 
n "s was necessitated by rising 
operating costs and interest 
rates,” Birchfield said. 

AMONG THE rising operat¬ 
ing costs which he named were 
increased salaries for resi¬ 
dence halls employees and in¬ 
creased utilities rate. 

The largest of the rate in¬ 
creases, the first in three 
years, will occur in Strong Hall, 
a women’s hall now undergoing 
renovation. Here, a double 
room costing $88 per quarter 
will increase to $140 and sin¬ 
gle rooms from $95 to $150. 

UNDER THE revised sched¬ 
ule, rooms will be available 
for 7,084 students at a cost 
ranging from $105 in Stadium 
Hall to $160 in Reese, Humes, 
Carrick, and Morrill.

“If a councelor takes this 
attitude, call the campus police 
yourself,” he urged. "To call 
security at night, phone City 
Hall, and they will radio our 
car.” 

Several of the students were 
concerned over the question 
of whether or not the master 
key was missing. 

"IT LOOKS like we are miss¬ 
ing the master key from El¬ 
lington Hall,” he continued. 
"Since January 29, however, 
everything has been almost back 
to normal.” 

JANITORS AND HOUSE 
mothers have room keys. Maids 
and counselors have floor keys. 

"Maids, janitors, and coun¬ 
selors have been instructed not 
to let anyone in a room other 
than their own,” Nace added. 

SOME SUGGESTIONS by stu¬ 
dents included checking rooms 
when an item is reported miss¬ 
ing and the adding of more men 
to the campus police force. 

Dean Smith asked the students 
for opinions about working out 
a reward system for any rele¬ 
vant information witnesses 
might contribute. 

"We’re asking that you do 
two things,” Dean Smith con¬ 
cluded. "Let us know of any 
evidence you might have, and 
be careful in locking your 
rooms.” 

NACE URGED the students 
to help the administration do 
the job. 

"You’re the best source of 
information for us,” he said.

SITUATION ethics man of 
his day, Assistant Professor 
Robert Todd’s Henry n is an 
Adamic father who thinks he 
knows best. Adultery, or what¬ 
ever he calls it, is literally 
and figuratively a way of life. 
Henry Is surrounded by lively 
evidence of his drive to popu¬ 
late his realm. One man’s 
family includes sons ranging 
from bastard to mentally degen¬ 
erate, not to mention his un¬ 
garnered but kingdom-scatter¬ 
ed seed. 

Life with father (who believes 
he rules by the divine right of 
kings) is not easy. His and 
the sons of Kathy Fleet’s 
Eleanor of Aquitaine could be 
“to live forever.” Perhaps 
they are alive and well some¬ 
where in America heading 
today’s “Silent Majority.” 

THANKS TO the playwright 
and to Mr. Todd and Miss Fleet, 
the play is Henry and Eleanor's. 
The “other woman” is hardly 
that. One finds pretty Linda 
Blumberg's Alais too virginal 
to be a believable bedpartner 
to Henry. Always in white, she 
is as ethereal as the Faerie 
vjueene, but she could never 
set a palfrey, even side-saddle.

Only these confrontations ap-* 
proech the consistently elec¬ 
tric scenes between King and 
spouse as son vies with pater 
for “heavy” — probably 
Walker’s most mature acting 
yet. 

Barry Eysman is impressive 
as Geoffrey, Henry’s middle 
and bastard son. Moustachioed 
and attired in black, he struts 
and paces his time upon the 
stage like a Macbeth ready 
to pounce upon the nearest 
Duncan. Except for an occa¬ 
sional lapse intoAmericanese, 
his diction is among the best 
in the play and seems to show 
Shakespearean influence. 

I FEEL LIKE asking John’s 
mother, “Did you rehearse 
all this, or is it improvised?” 
O. C. Walker’s John is the 
play’s comic relief, and thus, 
his Elson Basic Reader’s 
Dlck-and-Jane delivery prob¬ 
ably adds to the laughs he gets, 
as does his West Tennessee 
innocence of English accent.

PLAYWRIGHT Goldman’s 
anachronistic interpretation of 
twelfth century politics, 
speech, thought, habit and cus¬ 
tom is both an asset and a 
liability. Despite his early 
admission that he has made 
the play anomalous—apparently 
to speak to our times — the 
work’s considerable artistic 
merit is often flawed by over- 
cute diction and a penchant 
for non-functional allitera¬ 
tion. 

Self-conscious pairings of 
incompatible sounds purely 
for the sake of cleverness, 
i. e., the King’s too frequent 
reference to himself as "Mas¬ 
ter Bastard,” make even the 
TIME-esque journalese of this 
review blush. But perhaps 
it is just this sort of burlesque 
diction that further sustains 
the play’s classification as 
comedy.

Jimmy Cannon led in scoring 
with 26 points each. Lowry, 
Benrue, and Hamilton each add¬ 
ed 14 markers, while Mason and 
Rudolphi had 10 and 8 re¬ 
spectively. Again the game re¬ 
bounding leader was Rudolphi 
with 17. 

In Saturday night’s finale, the 
Volunteers cheerfully destroy¬ 
ed LeMoyne-Owen 80-55 and 
brought home the school’s first 
VSAC winner’s trophy. 

THE MAGICIANS biggest lead 
of the game was 2-0. That 
margin quickly disappeared as 
the Vols applied the winning 
pressure before several hun¬ 
dred vocal Martin fans. 

Rudolphi led the Vols with 16 
points and McDonald added 13. 
Four other UTM scorers were 
Rod Doris and Mason, 12 each, 
Hamilton, 10, and Lowry, 9.

The game’s leading rebound¬ 
ing was 6’5’’ Mike Rudolphi, 
who hit the boards for 25 snares. 

THE STORY behind UTM’s 
series of victories reads like a 
coach’s dream. Unofficially, 
the Vols hit 104 ot 212 shots 
for a 49% average, while the 
total for the three losers was 
87 of 223 for a 37% mark. 

Led by Rudolphi’s steady 
boardwork, the Vols also out- 
rebounded their opponents ISO- 
139. 

BALANCE provided by the 
bench was a prime factor in 
UTM’s success. Led by Lowry 
and Bendure, the non-starters 
provided the edge for victory. 
In the semifinal upset over 
Carson-Newman, Lowry and 
Bendure were both 7 of 9 from 


the field, and the entire team 
hit 54% of their shots. 

In a VSAC meeting held dur¬ 
ing the tournament last Fri¬ 
day, Union University withdrew 
from the conference, leaving 
only five colleges in the West¬ 
ern Division. 

UNION supposedly was un¬ 
happy with tlie lack of academic 
standards for athletes. Last 
year Union proposed, and UTM 
seconded, a motion to adopt a 
uniform ACT score as a re¬ 
quirement for an athletic grant 
in aid. 

Also, Union’s future basket¬ 
ball plans are supposedly tied 
in with "name" schools like 
Kentucky Wesleyan, and the 
Wildcats are said to be seek¬ 
ing competition outside the lim¬ 
itations required by VSAC con¬ 
ference play.
